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Claim 2 is objected to because the last two lines state that the inner cover can move from 
a closed position to a closed position. Only one closed position is disclosed. It is believed that 
applicant has meant to state that the inner cover moves to an open position. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 2 is indefinite because it positively claims more than a single configuration. Line 
3 of claim 2 positively states that the lid is mounted between closed and open positions, line 4 
positively claims the lid in a closed position covering the top edge of the outer barrel and line 5 
positively claims the lid in an open position allowing access to the inner barrel. Applicant 
should positively and consistently claim only one configuration and functionally recite the other 
configurations. This same indefiniteness is present in the discussion of the inner cover. 

Claim 2 is indefinite because the closed position and open position are not specified to be 
relative to the lid or the inner cover which both have closed and open positions. 

The last two lines of claim 2 do not specify which movement is triggered: cosing or 
opening. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
- such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 2-4, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bernstein et al. ( c 259)(Bernstein) in view of Knapp ('474). 

Bernstein discloses the invention except for the inner barel being a rigid barrel and the 
pedal and link lever actuation of the barrel lid. Knapp teahes the inner rigid barrel and a pedal 
and link lever actuating the opening of a barrel lid for a waste bin. It would have been obvious 
to replace the flaccid liner with a rigid liner in order to ensure that the inner liner doesn't break 
and to provide a liner which can be repeatedly used. It would have been obvious to add the pedal 
and link lever to allow easier (hand-free) foot actuated opening of the waste bin to increase 
convenience by allowing the disposal of fully loaded hands and increase efficiency and 
productivity during cleaning. 

Official notice is taken that recess and hook formations to hang an inner barrel within an 
outer barrel are well known in the trash receptacle art. It would have been obvious to add the 
recess and hook formations to steady the inner barrel and to fix the inner barrels position relative 
to the outer barrel to provide proper alignment and to prevent waste from entering the space 
between the inner and outer barrel and soiling the interior of the outer barrel, this would make 
disposal and barrel cleaning more convenient by eliminating cleaning of the outer barrel's 
interior. 

Reissue Declaration 

The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 37 CFR 
1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 
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The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because the error 
which is relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error upon which a reissue can be 
based. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

The error relied upon, "without reciting the particular constructions f the components and 
their interconnecting elements" is too vague and doesn't state the specific claim language being 
either deleted from or added to the reissue application. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) is that the error was not specified and is set forth in the 
discussion above in this Office action. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 
CFR 1 .175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

In addition, receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1.175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by a prior 
oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant."
